The girl disappeared on September 8,
while the comnpany was playing here, and
eleven days later the torse of a voung
woman was found floating in a dress suit |
case off the Winthrop Yaeht Club

“The Shepherd King" is now plaving
in Pittaburg. Morris Nathan of the busi-
neas management was engaged to Miss
Geary. According to a message from
Pittsburg, he says that the last time he saw
the girl was on September 9, when he left
her at the Boylston street subway station.
At that time Miss Oeary was on her way
home, lie said. She did not go home, ac-
cording to advices which he received from
her mother. Mrs. Geary wrote him that she
had received a lotter from her daughter, |
written in Salem, saying that she was ill.

When the company reached - Lowell,
Beptember 11, Miss Durrell was not there.
During the afternoon the stuge manager
of the company received a note by mes-
senger. It was an alleged doetor's certifi- |
cate, explaiting that Fthel was {ll, It |
read as follows:

“Bos10N, Sept. 1.

“Miss Ethel burrell is suffering from
bowel trouble and will be unable to work |

for several dayx. P. A. Ssire, M, D.”
The certificate wus accepted by the stage
manager and pothing more.was thought
of the matter for a couple of days. When
j Miss Durrell did not appear to join the
company an investigation was started,
which resulted in sending word to Cam-
bridge to the mother, She replied that she
had just received a letter from her daughter

from Salem in whioh she said she was ill
The fact that she was in Salem made
the manager suspicious, and the doctor's
certificate, which had only received a pass-
ing glance at fimt, was carefully examined.
It was found to have heen written in an
awkward, feminine hand, not that of Ethel,
!hlch led to the belief that it was a fake.
Every effort to locate Dr. P. A Smith was

made, but without avail

Since that tune Nathan has been in daily |
communication with Mrs. Geary. Not a |
i

word was recaived from Ethel either by

her mother oy Nathan since then, All her |
effects, in addition to a portlon of her
salary, remained with the company. When
she did not appear for several weeks, her
trunks were finaly’ sent back tohermother
In subsequent lﬂ.\;em which were sent to
her mother Nathan advised strongly that
the police be notified of the disappearance |
of Ethel, but to this her mother objected, |
as she said that the notoriety might worry |
Ethel, for she was sure that she was all |

rl&ht. h
Nathan had received no intimation of
any kind from Boston that might have led
to the fate of his fluncie.

“When we failed to hear from Ethel for |
80 long,” said Nathan in Pittsburg to-day, |
“and when there was ro much in the news- |
papers about the mystery of the dress suit |
case I wrote a letter to Mrs! Geary a<king
her if it were not possible that the torso
might be that of Ethel. She did not en- |
courage me in the belief. To-day 1 read in
the newapapers of the finding of the limbs
of the nhurdered girl. [ wa« so forecibly
struck by what seemed the similarity that I

mediulelf’ wrote a letter to her mother
ut it, which [ mailed less than an hour
ago.

“1 was struck particularly by the fact
that on one of her hands the murdered girl
wore three rings. Ethel wore three rings
on her right hand, two on the ring finger
and one on the little tinger. | cannot
describe them, except to say that they !
were inexpensive, such as a poor girl might
wear, I don’t RUYPUW that the value ot
all of them would have been $10, When
Ethel left me at the depot on that Saturday
night she gave me her watch to keep for
her. There wus nothing unusual about
that, for she very frequently gave me her
watch to keep over night. Since she dis-
appeared I have sent the watch back to !
ber mother.”

Nathan, when questioned closely by
P!mbur!) detectives as to the associateds
of Miss Durrell, said:

“She was a good, pure girl, and I would
"have staked my life on her, She had
‘absolutely no other men with whom she
\ d except me, so far us I know.
I no reason to be suspicious of her,
even after I took up the dress suit case
olue, 1 merely took that up as a possible
explanation of her disappearance. For
msome reason it has taken a deep root in
my mind, and I cannot get it out.”

One of the rings owned by the Geary girl
was a chased gold ring on her little finger,
whioh is probably ten yearsold. Shealso had
an opal ring and a garnet which her mother
gave her on her birthday about five years
ago. These rings were found on the hand
in the second dress suit case. ‘

Mrs. Geary says she is sure the rings
found on the suit case viotim's fingers
are her daughter's. She believes that if
the unfortunate girl was her daughter the
cause of her death must have been an un-
successful operation for appendicitis. She
8 firm in the belief that there was no crimi-
nal operation. Her daughter made a con-
fidant of her, and she never had cause to |
®uspect any wrongdoing.

. Geary says her daughter once had
a girl friend whose disappearance was pub-
lished in the papers. “Susie remarked
about that case, saying: ‘Mother, dear,
don't gay anything to any reporter ahout
me if I should ever go away. because if
you do I will never come back.' "

Wten the girl disappeared the mother
thought very little of it. She had spoken
of going somewhere for rest and quiet,
and the mother supposed she would return
in a short time improved in health,

The description of the Geary girk, furnished
by her mather, corresponds e.\uclli' with
the one given by Medical Examiner Harris,

Celebrate the 2220d Anniversary of Thelr

Arrivalin America.

The German societies of New York cele-
brated yesterday afternoon and evening
the 222d anniversary of the arrival of Ger-
ma't immigrante in this country from
Crefeld under Pastorins aud their settling

fn Germantown, Pennsylvania. This is
the fourth celebration of the kind held
liere.

The hall at Terrace Garden was packed

| all day, and fully 250 Germau societies were

ropresented. A feature of the exercises
was a speech by Prof. Dr. Eugen Kuehne-
mann, rector of the academy recently

founded at i'osen by Emperor William to |

counteract the Polish influences.

Prof. Kuehnemann made a plea for the !

solidarity of the German speaking people,
no matter under which flag they lived.

“The days of the privileged classes are '

gone,” he said. “People are no longer
cogs in a social machine. With all rever-
ence and patriotism for your new father-
land, let us not forget the old in so far as
concerns carrying on what is best in German
life and traditions,”

A number of living pictures were then
presented giving a composite view of the
characters in Schiller's works, of the French
women bringing their jewelry to help pay
the German indemnity after '71, and the
return of the soldiers from the war.

Then in & sort of pancramic procession
accompanied by explanatory verses, 1,000
years of the history of the Germans in
America was presented. The Icelanders
who visited Vinland were the first Ger-
mans, according to this picture; there were
(Giermans with Spanish  conquistadors,
then came the Germans under Pastorius,
the New Amsterdam merchants, andso on.

1t was brought out that Abraham Lincola

wus 4 terman, His grandfather was
really Abraham Linkhorn of Virginia,
who, eaptured by Indians, left his five-
ear-old son, Tom, to grow up among
‘nglish speaking people, who called him
Lincoln. His son was Abraham Lincoln
and & living picture was brought forth to
prove it. Then the march of events was
continued with the Hessians, the Germans
in the civil war and Admiral Schley in the
Spanish war,

0LD GUARD REVOLT.

O'Nelll Even Says 'That It Is s Sooial, Not
& Military, Organization.

Exoited discussions have engaged the
members of the Old Guard in the last fow
days over printed statements they have
received from Major 8. Ellis Briggs, ocom-
mander of the Old Guard, and James
O'Neill, a six foot private in Company B,
who was formerly a Lieutenant in the
Twenty-second Regiment.

Both members are in rival faotions of
the Old Guard. Incident to this fight a
new issie has been raised --whether the Old
Guard is a military organization or a
purely civil one,

Private O'Neill, it is said, at a formation
{ of the Old Guard in its armory for parade,
left the ranks without permission while
the first sergeant was calling the roll and
deliberately walked to the other side of the
drill room and took a drink at theice cooler,
This act of O'Null is said to be “conduct
prejudicial to good order and military
discipline,” for when he was seen overat
the ice cooler almost the entire battalion
made a rush for the same place.

There was talk of suspending O'Neill,
who got a writ of prohibition. A final
decision will be made on Thursday. There
may be a court-martial if the court rules
against O'Neill.

Private O'Neill in a printed statement
to the members of the Old Guard, sent out
| last Saturday, says:

“The condition of our organization is such
’ that it is high time that the well meaning
and thinking members should take it under
consideration with sound judgment and
common sense. There was a time when
the civil and military organization worked
harmoniously side by side. Of late years
however, and especially during the present
administration, the military organization
has gradually encroached upon the civil
and social organization, until the latter
has teen practically obliterated, with un-
fortunate results,

“Let us frankly acknowledge olirselves
for what we are, and not pretend that we
are an exclusive military organization, an
attitude that always has and will arouse
mild public amusement and provoke
internal discord aand dissension,

“1 regret that 1 have heen forced to
appeal to the Supreme Conrt, but as an
attempt to redress the illejzal and arbitrary
action against me within the organization
would be a waste of time and energy there
remained no alternative except abject
submission, a condition which my blood is
too red and of too high a temperature
to tamely endure.”
